The Declaration of Mario T. Philipp, Ph.D., pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.131 has been 
entered and considered. 

2. . Claims 81 and 104-108 are pending and under consideration. 



3. The rejection of claim 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
"the P39.5 protein" is moot in light of the cancellation of the claim. 

4. The rejection of claim 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, lack of antecedent 
basis for the limitation "the" P39.5 protein is moot in light of the cancellation of the claim. 

5. The rejection of claim 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. 102 as being anticipated by Zhang et al (Cell, 
89:275-285, April, 1997) is moot in light of the cancellation of the claim. 

6. The objection to Claim 1 1 because it depends from a canceled claim is moot in light of 
the cancellation of the claim. 

7. The rejection of claim 81 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite, is 
withdrawn in light of the amendment of the claim.
